2. Railroad police between Peiping and Tientsin include two armed sentries at 
each station entrance and exit and an unspecified number cf guards patroling 
pletforms during arrivals of trains. Also on duty at train arrivals and 7 
dopartures are custome inspesters, in teams of four men ind t70 women. Those 
personel] all are under the Bureau's jurisdiction. 


5. At a review of the Bureau of Public Security in Shanghai, in early March 1950, 
personnel participating included generals and soldiers in Full field equipment, 
@s woll as two batteries of four three-inch antieaircraft guns and an unepseci- 
fied number of field howitzers.
